YEAR FOR MILLS 
FIGURES SHOW 


Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 26.—The 
milling industry was belter in 1922 
than in preceding year, and 
the 
prospects for 1923 are favorable, de­ 
pendent upon the crop of wheat ¡n 
the Northwest, millers here declare. 
These declarations 
followed sta­ 
tistical reports which showed that 
17.444,892 barrels of flour were sliip- 
pcd from the 26 mills here in 1922 
as co(npared to 16.645,196 barrels 
the year previous. Mill stuffs also 
showed an increase in shipments, 
670,940 tons being forwarded from 
here last year compared with 642,­ 
383 in 1921. 
"With the Northwest sustaining 
three crop failures out of five sea­ 
sons it is impossible to predict the 
prospectus for the coming year, but 
with a good average wheat crop 
again this year, millers should enjoy 
a better business in 1923 than the 
preceding year,” F. M. Crosby, of 
Tho Washburn Crosby Company de­ 
clared. 
Officials of other milling compan­ 
ies here held similar views, one 
stating the 
“milling 
situation 
is 
healthier now than at the same time 
a year ago.” 
Local mills ran at capacity only a 
few weeks of the year, averaging 
about 70 per cent for the twelve 
months.

The 
United States is a competent suitor 
in the court, through provision of 
the statute creating it, but that re­ 
lation is not sufficient for a nation 
loqg committed to the^peaceful set­ 
tlement of international controver­ 
sies. Indeed, our nation had* a con­ 
spicuous place in the advocacy of 
such an agency of peace and inter­ 
national adjustment, and our delib­ 
erate public opinion of today is over­ 
whelmingly in favor of our full par­ 
ticipation, and the aftending obli- 
gatiops of maintenance and the fur­ 
therance of its prestige. It is for 
this reason that I am now asking for 
the consent of the senate to our ad­ 
hesion to the protocol.
